Tuberculosis 
and licart diivnic, each causing onc- 
iii m t a - at) fatalities, ure the 
diseases which outrank pneumonia 
among the legion of the men oi 

• •I death, but iu certain cities pneit- 
innuia is steadily inertasing and even 
k« -urp.is-cd Hie mortality from tu¬ 
berculosis.* Seventy percent of all 
cuius occur between December and 
May. It is distinctly a cold weather 
infection, seemingly brought bv the 
wintry blast*, blit especially preva¬ 
lent during the winter season only 
because its victim* arc rendered more 
susceptible »l that time- by expo.arc, 
debilitating influences .mhI the pres* 
vttce "f predisposing infections. 

Pneumonia principally affects those 
at tlie extreme* of life, but no »gc i* 
exempt.

Anyone who through neglect 
it carelessness permits fire spread of 
thchc infections is therefore open to 
the severest condemnation. Exhaust¬ 
ing discn*e« of whatever nature, is 
o!tcn sufficient to so reduce our rc- 


ugsucc that we are unable to cope 
vsiWi organisms which should be easi¬ 


ly overcome, and hence predisposes to 
the infection.

The toiu- 
Mnatluit of lack of food and fatigue 
proves particularly disastrous during 
the w;nter season and is a condition 
to be avoided wherever possible. n *d 
housing, uif-utftl or physical haras*- 
uu nt. and overwork arc alike the ad¬ 
vance agents of the infection. Over¬ 
crowding in street cars, theatres, and 1 
• .llur public places is unquestionably 
in part responsible for the spread of 
pneumonia in cities, as far greater 
opportunhy is thus offered for the 
dissemination of the predisposing dis¬ 
ease* through indiscriminate cough- 
in« and others means ot droplet in¬ 
fection, as well :t* the directly injur- 
i- «s effect* wh cli invariably remit 
from exposure tc such environment. 
The overheating of room* is also 
tfcttiiuugdly harmful. Promiscuous 
'■xpec oration may he. and probably 
i*. a factor in infection and conse¬ 
quently should ha avoided by every 
citizen, A mnaimng mo*t impor¬ 
tant agent Kliould he mentioned —al¬ 
cohol.
